of fifteen, armed with a writ of babean 
corpus, bad broken In the door of John 
Cbearowns' house, near Mohicanville, tc 
get possession of Chesrowns' aged and 
imbecile father. The^ were met by Ellas 
Chesvown, who shot Kelly and Helbert 
with a double-barreled shotgun, killing 
both. 
The posse fled, panic-stricken, 


and b,egan arousing the neighborhood. 
Elias,'fearing lynching, Jumped on a 
horse and rode to Ash'and, ten miles dis- 
tant, where he surrendered himself at the 
jail. The mob did nothing, John and bin 
two other brothers succeeding in pacifying 
them. The old man's property is valued 
at fifteen thousand dollars, and Lewis and 
Peter bad him adjudged an imbecile, 
Lewis being appointed guardian. Th« 
other brothers were not allowed to see the 
father, bn* on February 15, in the absence 
of Lewis and Peter, they kidnapped the 
old man nnd took him to John's house, 
where yesterday's tragedy occurred.

Accoidingly we 


rode back to where the train had 
"pulled up" for tho night, arriving at 
about two a. m 


Reoognuing that I wns a new hand 


at the business, Bill Cole, captain of 
the guard, selected ma to hold the 
horses, while he and his four comrade* 
honld fall, all spread out, upon the 
unsuspecting camp and massacre it as 
it slept. 


In five minutes every thing seemed 


awake. The bullets playfully whistled 
over my head in a most astonishing 
manner, bull got behind ahoise and 
bravely stood my ground I resolved 
to die a hel o, at least, if a bullet found 
its way through the hoisc 


In half an hour the belligerents re-

I could hardly ictain my seat on the 
back of my noble cayuse plug, but 
Bill Cole had more sympathy for me 
than the late Mr. Belden, and I arrived 
at the spot where we were to camp for 
the night alive.

blanket after the manner of the coun 
try. Before I had dropped off to sleep 
I heard the cheery voice of Bill Cole: 


"Young feller! Young feller!" 
"Sir?" I inquired, timidly.

Thanking him for this information, I

But in 
oay unsettled state of mind, I feared 
that I could not enjoy the scenery as I 
shonld, so while the other boys pre- 
pared for war, and to get scalped for 
their pains, I heroically volunteered to 
return to camp for reinforcements, and 
while the savages proceeded to shoot 
Bill Cole and his companions full of 
flint-headed arrows, I returned to 
camp at my highest rate of speed, 
arrived at daybreak and gave the 
alarm. 


After due deliberation, which lasted 


until the dangei must certainly be 
past, and the Indians in Mexico, the 
new wagonmaster, Sam Eppes, dis- 
patched twelve trusty riflemen to re- 
turn with me and search for the re- 
mains, if there were any.

The boys 
didn't use the drop like they do in the 
East They merely attached the noose 
end of the rope to the victim and 
launched him into eternity by throw- 
ing the rope over the stockade, and 
the willing hands at the other end 
backing off like a bay mare when il 
sees a brass band for the first time. 
After the victim is pronounced "done 
fer," 
the committee on reception 


throws in an accompaniment of about 
thirty loads of buckshot without any 
further chaiges. 
In those good old 


days, being hung was the only luxury 
uncharged for. 


It is needless to say that my return 


trip on the Missouri river steamer was 
a luxurj', and when Brazos Pete killed 
the monto man, I mustered up courage 
enough to ask him to take a drink— 
which he did. 


I have been in the Far West many 


times since, and faced dangers more 
trying by far, but have never enjoyed 
them so hugely as I did that little run 
across the plains wiien a boy.—J. A.
